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SILVER IN COMMITTEE. 


A STORMY SESSION OF BLAND’S 
ASSOCIATES. 


The Probability Of @ Favorable Silver Report from 
the Committee—The of Blair’s Edu-

WASHINGTON, February 12.—[Special.]—The 
coinage committee of the house had astormy 
session today, without coming to any vote 
which would indicate the real sentiment of the 
committee, on the continuance of the present 
coinage system. The friends of silver are not 
at all dependent on the action of the commit- 
tee, as they have a big majority in the house, 


_ but they are confident that on a test vote they 


will have control of the committee also. 
THE BLAIR BILL. 

The prospects for the passage of the Blair 
educational bill, or something like it, are 
brighter than ever before. The senate is de- 
cidedly favorable to the measure. It will be 
backed in the house by strong committee influ- 
ence. Mr. Candler, of Georgia, who is acting 
chairman of the house education committee, is 
sanguine of the passage of some liberal bill on 
this subject. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL RECEPTIONS. 

Among the members of congress there is no 
little comment at the manner in which they 
were invited to the president’s reception to the 
diplomatic corps tonight. The only notifica- 
tion given them that the president desired 
their presence was in two lines in the daily 
papers. Only one precedent is known for this 
President Arthur adopted 
it, once, and it was so unfavorably received 
that for all future receptions to which congress 
was invited he sent cards. The simplicity of 
President Cleveland’s invitations is especially 


noticeable by reason of its con- 
trast to the splendor of his 
entertainments. All the recent receptions at 


the white house have been unprecedented 
for their magnificence and for punctilious ob- 
servance of the mcst minute points in execu- 
tive etiquette. Some members say the pre- 
liminaries to these elegant affairs should be 
toned up, or the entertainments should be 
toned down. F. H. R. 


THE PRIVATE CALENDAR.

WASHINGTON, February 12.—After the refer- 
ence of a large number of senate bills to appro- 
priate committees, the speaker proceeded to 
call committees for reports of a private nature. 

At the conclusion of the call, the house went 
into committee of the whole, Mr. Hammond, 
of Georgia, in the chair, on the private calen- 
dar. 
the bilis reported were acted upon by the 
house. which at 4:40 took a recess until 7:30, 
the evening session to be for the consideration 
of pension bills. 

The house, at its evening session, passed 
Seventy-one pension bills, and adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, presented in the 
house today petitions signed by over 1,247 art 
societies and artists throughout the United 
States, asking for the enactment of a law to 
admit works of art free of duty.

SCOTT'S COINAGE BILL. 


A Scheme by Which He Hopes to Limit the 
Coinage of Silver. 
WASHINGTON, February 12.—Representative 
Scott today explained to the house committee 
on coinage, weights and measures the provi- 
sions of the bill introduced by him to restrict 
the coinage of silver. It provides that when- 
ever the amount of standard silver dollars in 
the treasury shall fall below twenty millions, 
the secretary of the treasury shall be au- 
thorized to coin a sufficient number of silver 
dollars to bring the amount in the treasury to 
twenty millions. Mr. Scott strongly urged the 
adoption of his bill. He said it left the entire 
question of silver coinage to the demands of 
the people. The measure was discussed at 
length, but no action had upon it. 
Representative James submitted the follow- 
ing resolution to the committee, which.was 
laid over without vote: 7 
*‘Resolyed, That the interests of the country de- 
mand the restoration of silver to its former position 
as international money on permanent equality 
with gold. 
Resolved, That thisend can be attained by con- 
current action of the commercial nations and by no 
other means.” 


CONSTRUCTING A NAVY. 


Secretary Whitney and Admiral Porter Be- 
fore the Committee. 


WASHINGTON, February 12.—Before the na- 
val committee of the house today Secretary 
Whitney and Admiral Porter gave their view; 
at length upon the subject of naval reconstruc- 
tion. 

Secretary Whitney believed that this gov- 
ernment could immediately begin the con- 
struction of half a dozen steel cruisers, some- 
what larger in size than the Chicago. He 
thought the work could be done more econom- 
ically at private yards, but regarded it as ne- 
cestary that provision be made for equipping 
the navy yard with modern plants. 

Admiral Porter dwelt upon the advantage of 
completing the construction of the Monitor, 
and submitted plans for a vessel of his own 
— to have a speed of twenty knots an

THE CARDINAL’S HAT. 


Dispatch from Rome Announcing Archbish- 
op Gibbons for the Accession. 

NEw YorK, February 12.—A dispatch from 
Rome, received by Archbishop Corrigan, at his 
residence in Madison avenue, informs him 
that Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore, will 
be created cardinal at the consistory to be held 
next month. 

At the residence of Archbishop Corrigan it 
was said that no other information could be 
given than thatthe cardinal’s hat would be 
given to Archbishop Gibbons. It was said that 
a telegram of similar import had also been sent 
to Archbishop Gibbons. The telegram to 
Archbishop Corrigan was sent asanact of 
courtesy to the diocese of New York, and was 
the only one sent beside that which went to 
Baltimore. The cardinal’s hat may be sent to 
this country bya special delegation empower- 
ed by the pope, as in the case of Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey. The new cardinal, however, is re- 
quired to make the journey to Kome before he 
obtains full orders. Ifhe desires, the cardinal’s 
hat will remain there until he arrives, when 
he will receive it in Rome. Archbishop Gib- 
bons, it is said, has indicated his intention of 
going to Rome for the hat,and will probably 
start on this trip within a few weeks. 

Archbishop Gibbons was born in Baltimore 
July 23, 1834, and was baptized in the cathe- 
dral of that city, where he was installed arch- 
bishop. He was partly educated in Ireland, 
and was graduated in 1857 at St. Charles col- 
lege, Maryland, completing his theological 
course at St. Mary’s seminary, Baltimore, in 
1361. He was ordained the same year by 
Archbishop Kendrick.- He was assistant to 


Father Dolan at St. Patrick’s, Baltimore, and — 


subsequently pastor at St. |Bridget’s, canton. 
Archbishop Spalding appreciated his admin- 
istrative ability and his untiring zeal, and 
made him his secretary in 1865. At the second 
plenary council in Baltimore he was named to 
the newly established vicarate apostolic of 
North Carolina, and two years afterward was 
consecrated. 

On July 30, 1872, he was appointed bishop 
of Richmond. It was the desire of Archbishop 
Bayley to have Dr. Gibbons appointed his co- 
adjutor ahd’ successor, and the appointment 
was made. Archbishop Gibbons is an eloquent 
and fluent speaker, and a man oft scholarly at- 
tainments and courteous bearing. 


PROHIBITING TRADE IN ARMS. 


The Mexican Secretary of War Crippling a 
State. 

MATAMORAS, Mex., February 12.—General 
Pedro Hinogesa, secretary of war, has issued 
an order prohibiting the importation of fire 
aims and ammunition in the zona libre from 
the rivertowns, and the exportation of any 
arms from Matamoras into the interior. This 
order is intended to cripple the state govern- 
ment of Tamaulipas, under General Cuella, 
and to prevent his adherants from pre- 
paring to resist the federal government. Large 
quantities of arms and ammunition are being 
continually brought intothatstate. The fed- 
eral government can never put a stop to the 
wholesale smuggling until tho force of guards 
is increased about tenfold. One hundred 
Winchesters and 20,000 cartridges for the use 
of the state forces were recently brought into 
Brownsville. The federal cavalry guards and 
customs patrol kept the best lookout possible 
for several weeks, but every gun and cartridge 
has safely passed into the lower country. 
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TWO BOATS COLLIDE

New York, February 12.—The Siaten island

The 
Middletown, after getting clear of the Bay 
Queen, continued on her course. The Bay 
Queen was raked from stem to stern, and disa- 
bled. One of the company’s boats towed her to 
her dock at Staten island.

Half an 
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Lives Lost at Sea. 


phi oe Pa., February 12.-—A special 
to the Re@6rd saysthat during a dense fog 
Thursday the Austrian bark Kraljevika, from 
Marseilles, France, struck on Barnegat shoals. 
N. J., and forty lives were lost. The life- 
saving crew at Barnegat station went to her 
assistance, when that boat was swamped and 
three of the men drowned. The crew of the 
bark, fearing that the life guards would be 
unable to save them, had left the vessel in their 
own boat. Itcapsized and sunk, Eight of the 
crew were lost. The master and five sailors 
saved their lives by swimming ashore. 


A Coasting Vessel Goes Down. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 12.—Informa- 
tion has been received ofthe loss of the 
schooner F. ©. Parker, Captain Vonkleist, near 
Mosquito inlet. She was loaded with brick for 
the government lighthouse at the inlet. The 
crew cscaped with part of their personal ef- 
fects, There has been much rough weather 
cown the coast the past two weeks, 


Flooded by the Susquehanna, 

PorT Oxposit, Md., February 12.—This 
afternoon the ice in the Susquehanna river 
just north of this place, came down with a 
iush. The ice and water quickly rose over 
the tracks of the Columbia and Port Deposit 
railway, and swept through the lower portion 
of the town, flooding the streets to the depth 
of three or four feet. The inhabitants were 
compelled to move promptly, leaving their 
houses and goods to the mercy of the ele- 
ments. Subsequently the water found vent 
and receded, but left the streets blockaded. 
The loss is great. 


° The Waters Are Rising. 
PHILADELPHIA, February 12.—Dispatches 
from Reading, Lancaster, Easton, Trenton and 
New Brunswick report the waters rising and 
ice gorges forming, which have caused the low 
land to be overflowed. No serious damage 
done yet, but fears are entertained that great 
loss will ensue if the waters continue to rise.

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SEYMOUR DEAD. 


THE PHILOSOPHER OF THE PARTY 
NO MORE. 


The Ex-Govertor’s Peaceful Death—Mrs. Seymour, 
Dreadfully Ill, Site Beside Him—The Origin 
of the Governor’s Ailments—His La. 
bors for the Party, Etc., Etc. 


Utica, N. Y., Februery 12.—Ex-Governor 
Horatio Seymour died at exactly 10 o’clock to 
night, at the residence of his sister, Mrs. Ros- 
coe Conkling. He began to fail perceptibly at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. Shortly afterward, 
owing to stimulants being administered him, 
he rallied a little, but soqn relapsed into total 
unconsciousness, 

THE COURSE OF HIS ILLNESS. 

During his illness he experienced little if 
any physical suffering, and today was wholly 
without pain. Mrs. Seymour, who is very ill, 
sat with her husband during the afternoon. 
Most of the time the ex-governor rested peace- 
fully. At half past eight he was sinking rap- 
idly, his pulse could scarcely be counted and 
respiration Was more and more difficult. 

WITHOUT A STRUGGLE. 

He expired without a struggle, and as peace- 
fully as if falling asleep. The immediate 
cause of his death was a cerebral effusion, the 
usual process of death in old age. Those pres- 
ent when he passed away were, Mrs. Seymour 
and her sister, Mrs. Nelson, of New Bruns- 
wick, N. J.; the ex-governor’s brother, John 
T. Seymour, of Utica; his sister, Mrs. Linck- 
lacn and Mrs. Conkling; Dr. W. E. Ford, 
Judge Bulger, and Horatio Seymour, Jr., and 
Henry S. Miller, nephews of the governor, 
and Rey. Charles H, Gardner, rector Trinity 
church, of which ex- Giouernor Seymour was 
a communicant. As yet no arrangements have 
heen made for the funeral. 

THE BEGINNING OF HIS AILMENTS. 

The beginning of Governor Seymour’s phy- 
sical ailments dates from a sunstroke which 
befell him in the summer of 1876, while he 
was industriously at work on the roads of his 
town as path master, an office which he was 
wont to say he had askod for. He 
exerted himself beyond his strength in the 
extreme heat, and the consequence was @ se- 
vere attack of vertigo, with pain in the head 
and someirregularity of the heart. It left 
bim weak, and always afterward his walking 
was less easy, and on occasions he was un- 
steady while standing on his feet. He accept- 
ed the stroke as a warning, and never felt 
that he completely recovered from it. 
He was’so little disposed to tell of his infirmi- 
ties that he was pressed to labor in behalf of 
Mr. Tilden beyond his strength. He main- 
tained, on the whole, a comfortable condition 
from that time until the spring of 1880, when 
he took cold, which brought on congestion of 
the lungsand acute inflammation ofthe kidneys. 
He suffered much, and death seemed immi- 
nent. Several medical consultations were held 
and his recovery, which was supposed to be 
impossible, followed. 

AT WORK FOR HANCOCK. 

He was still suffering and was quite weak 
when he was urged into the canvass in behalf 
of General Hancock. He made four or five 
speeches, beginning in Utica and closing in 
Canajoharie, every one of these efforts draw- 
ing heavily on his vital resources. He was ill 
at Canajoharie, and fulfilled his engagement 
only by great effort. He was further 
appealed to make a closing speech at Water- 
town. His physicians warned him that he 
might die if he went. He responded that he 
perceived that the defeat of the democratic 
candidate was inevitable, but be could not 
abandon them, and he must go, if he died in 
consequence. He went on one of the coldest, 
rainiest and most trying days in early Novem- 
ber. 

He was quite ill at starting, and utterly 
prostrated and dizzy whenthe meeting was 
over. He was brought home ill, and his sick- 
ness was serious and prolonged. This was 
the end of his political work on the platform. 

MRS, SEYMOUR’S ILLNESS. 

Mrs. Seymour was taken ill in the early 
part of this winter, and her husband apprec!- 
ated the serious nature of her sickness. He 
was himself affected by it, but on new yea! 
day came to Utica to dine with Dr. Ford, his 
nephew by marriage, and seemed more cheer- 
ful.. In the last week of January he and Mrs. 


Seymour became the guests ofhissister. Mrs. 
Seymour has continued seriously ill and 
is not improving. Governor Seymonr 


became nervous and lost strength, and his di- 
gestion began to fail. These symptoms were 
aggravated on Sunday last, and on Monday 
were attended with nausea. On Tuesday he 
was taken out for an airing, but his ex- 
baustion increased during the latter part of 
the day. His sleep was better that 
night, but early on yesterday morning his 
stemach and head distressed him. His emo- 
tions became disturbed, he could take but very 
little food, and fits of vomiting added to his 
weakness. On Thursday he was more com- 
fortable, although his condition was not other- 
wise changed. 
THE FATAL DAY. 

This morning, however, his symptoms were 
less favorable, and as stated above, a decided 
change for the worse came over him at four 
o'clock this afternoon. The attendants at his 
bedside think the governor had known for ten 
days that he was going to die, though he said 
but little on the subject. There were many 
cxpressions of sorrow throughout the city this 
evening, for it had been known since noon 
that the governor was dying. The funeral 
will probably not take place before Tuesday 
next. 


HANCOCK’S FUNERAL. 


The Arrangements for Tomorrow’s Event All 
Complete, 

New York, February 12.—Mrs. Hancock 
passed a comfortable night, and rested better 
than she has atany time since the general’s 
death. The secretary of war will arrive in 
the city tomorrow morning, and will proceed 
at once to the battery, where a carriage will be 
in waiting to take himto Trinity church. 
After the funeral he will probably accom- 
pany the funeral party as 
far as Philadelphia. Commodore Chandler 
detailed Lieutenant Nichols, of the navy, to 
proceed to Governor’s island and tender Gen- 
eral Whipple the use of a steamer to transport 
the troops from Governor’s island to New York, 
and afterwards to Jersey City. The arrange- 
ments for the funeral are now complete. The 
pall bearers, in _ citizens’ dress, will 
assemble at the oflice, where 
Collector Hedden has placed a 
room at their disposal. They will not proceed 
to Governor’s island, but will receive the body 
on this side. The navy yard staff will be rep- 
resented at the funeral by tweaty officers. 
Captain A. P. Cook, Commander J. C. Watson, 
Medical Inspector J. C. Spear, and Chief Engi- 
peer E. D. Robie have been detailed by Com- 
modore Chandler to accompany the funeral 
party to Norristown. 

THE HANCOCK FUND. 

The movement to raise a fund for the benefit 
of General Hancock’s family was inaugurated 
by G. W. Childs, and a_ subscription paper 
signed by Generals Smith, Fry, Crittenden and 
Burns was based on the following telegram:

__Rerolved, That we, the members of the Flor- 
ida Press association, coming from all pars 
of the state, and therefore fully cognizant of the 
real condit ion of the orange groves as now shown 
ut the end of thirty days from the time of the

lirst,—That in consequence of the exceeding 
iow temperature, the larger part of the fruit re- 
maining on the trees was frozen. 

Second,—That bearing trees and trees which 
were in healthy condition, received no injury, al- 
though losing their leaves and are already bud- 
ding with promise ofa fair crop for the present 
year, 

Third.—That while the trees in the more north- 
erly counties are not as advanced in budding out, 
it is believed that in no portion of the orange grow- 
ing region of Florida have the trees received any 
material damage, 

Fourth —That it has been demonstrated that or- 
ange trees can sustain a much lower degree of cold 
than has been heretofore supposed, giving renewed 
assurance of the safety and durability of the orange 
giowing interests of the state.”’

TO MEET GERONIMO’'S MEN. 


General Crook Proceeding to the Point of 
Meeting. 

SANTA Fr, N. M., February 12.—Advices 
were received at the military headquarters 
from Fort Bowie, Arizona, tothe effect that 
(ieneral Crook leaves there today to meet Ger- 
onimo at the Mexican line, and to confer con- 
cerning the surrender of the Apaches now on 
the warpath. Lieutenant. Maus arranged for 
the meeting a month ago, and the Apaches 
have so far kept the compact then entered into. 
The hostiles are played out. General Crook 
will adopt more stringent measures than ever 
to keep the Apaches on the reserva- 
tion. The system of counting will be 
changed from the heads of families to chiefs 
and sub-chiefs. The latter will be responsible 
to the chiefs, and the chiefs directly accounta- 
ble to the agents for every adult in their band. 
The White Mountain Apaches are now held in 
the immediate vicinity of the agencies, where 
they can be seen. Any Indian suspected of 
preparing to leave the reservation is put in the 
guard house, and his horses and arms confis- 
cated. General Crook thinks this system will 
prevent an outbreak in the spring. 


CHINESE RIOTS ANTICIPATED. 


Meeting of Anti-Chinese Agitators in Port- 
land, 

PoRTLAND, Oregon, February 12.--One of 
the leaders of the anti-Chinese stated to an 
Associated Press correspondent tonight that 
the congress called to meet here tomorrow 
would pass resolutions calling on all persons 
employing Chinese to discharge them,and if at 


the end of thirty {days any Chi- 
nese should be employed, the 
anti-Chinese association would  beycott 


such empioyers, and also all persons patroniz- 
ing such employers. The correspondent’s in- 
formant said the resolutions had been prepared, 
and he hadno doubt they would pass, with 
porsibly an amendment or two. He further 
stated that he believed no attempt would be 
made to drive the Chinese from their abodes, 
as _ threatened by Burnett G. Has- 
kell, and that the congress wonld 
quietly disperse. The sheriff today swore in 
three hundred special deputies, each armed 
with six shooters. It is well known that a 
large number of Chinese have recently bought 
revolvers and rifles, and will defend them- 
selves and property.

DEVELOPMENTS OF 
HORRIBLE CRIME. 


LATEST THE 


Suspicion Pointing to a Cempanion of the Mur- 
dered Boy as the Perpetrator of the Deed— 
Bis Pecape Inte South Carolina—Ths 
Coroner’s Inquest Over*the’Body. 


Toccoa, Ga., February 12.—({Special. ]—The 
town has been in commotion all day over the 
murder, and yesterday’s inquest. The verdict 
of the jury has not yet been made known. The 
evidence points toe the conclusion that the kill- 
ing was done by Fred Freeman, a fifteen-year- 
old son of Major J. M. Freeman, of this city. 

THE MOTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

The mother of the deceased swore that 
Fred Freeman came to her house and persuad- 
ed Alex to Zgo hunting with him; that Alex 
was not going to take his money with him, 
but Fred went away and came back with a 
pocket book, which -he gave to Alex, saying: 

“Put your money in this, then you can take 
it with you, and not loose it.” 

He then counted out to him the money, one 
silver dollar two quarters and two nickels. 
They then left, Fred saying before going: 

“Mrs. Mauldin, I have to leave in the morn- 
ing for Texas,and I have got nomoney. I 
need money so bad.” 

They went in the direction of the place 
where the murder was committed. She did 
not see them any more. 

WITH A GUN ON HIS SHOULDER. 

Miss Joe Lynn swore that she saw Fred 
Freeman coming from that direction between 
sunset and dark, with a gun on his shoulder. 

Lee Mills, who was cutting wood in a back 
yard, 150 yards away, in plain view of the 
house where the killing was done, swore that 
about sundown he heard a shotgun fire in that 
direction, and five or ten minutes later saw a 
boy filling Fred’s description . running toward 
town with a gun. Next morning he hada 
silver dollar changed about sunrise. 

Reports say that several persons not sworn 
all say that they saw the two boys going in 
that direction with a gun, heard a report, then 
caw Fred returning alone. The next morning 
Fred left town, no pursuit being made until 
Friday morning. He was in company with 
one of his brothers, and crossed at Ramsy’s 
ferry into South Carolina, about eight or nine 
o'clock Friday morning, and has not since been 
heard of. Active pursuit is now béing made. 

The friends of Major Freeman, however, are 
confident that the young man willcome outall 
right, notwithstanding the coincidences against 
him. 

WHAT THR JURY DID. 

The jury has completed its labors and 
reached a verdict, but they have obligated 
themselves not to make it known just yet. 

The remains of young Mauldin were buried 
this evening.

Av Alabama Miner Getting Rid of a Jealous 
Husband. 

BIRMINGHAM, February I2.—[Special.]—J. 
B. Shackelferd was put in jail today charged 
with administering poison to two men named 
Coon Penn and Albert Hill. Shackelford lives 
near Morris mines, seven miles below the city, 
and has been intimate with Penn’s wife. He 
was jealous of the woman’s husband, also of 
Albert Hill. Yesterday he came 
up to the city and bought two 
quart bottles of whisky at Bains & Herring's 
drugstore. After buying the whisky he told 
the diuggist he owned two dogs that killed 
his sheep, and he wanted the surest and quick- 
est poisonto give them. The druggist then 
sold him ten grains of strychnine, and Shack- 
elford left for the mines. On reacaing there, 
just at night, he offered Penn and Hill the 
whisky. Hill, as soon as the whisky touched 
bis lips realized that something was wrong 
with it, and didn’t swallow any. Penn took 
a big pull at the bottle, and was thrown into 
convulsions in less than three minutes, 
doctor was called in and pronounced the case 
poisoning. Shackelford left the mines and 
came on to Birmingham, where he wasarrested 
at midnight last night. Penn is still alive 
with but little hopes of his recovery.

ENT. 


He Denies Intimacy with Mre. Harris, and Declare? 
that He Was on a Peaceabie Mission—Dajin 
Still in a Critical Comditiou—Ofher Gen- 
eral News Items of the State. 


JonrsBoro, Ga., February 12.—[Special.]— 
The particulars ef the Fayette county tragedy, 
es gathered from the Vehable-Dulin side of it, 
from statements made by them, is generally 
considered here as being substantially true. 
George Venable was regarded here as a truth- 
ful young man, and it is not believed here that 
in his dying moments he would have made a 
false statement. 

. HE STATEMENT OF THE OTHER sIDE. 

Justice to the other parties, however, re- 
quires that the other side of it as far as can be 
gathered from good men from Fayette, should 
be given. Itis claimed by Matt Harris that 
some ten daysago, Venable and Dulin visited 
his house, and were then ordered not to come 
there again at their peril. It is also claimed 
by Harris that Venable, at the time he was 
shot, was inside of the yard and was whistling 
around the house; that he hailed him four 
times and got no response; that he went back 
in hish ouse, got his, gun, and coming out 
bailed him again, and receiving no answer, he 
shot him. Harris says that he shot Dulin the 
next morning because he invaded his premises 
when forbidden to do so,and in a drunken 
and threatening manner, said he would kil! 
ont the whole family. 

WHAT DULIN SAYS, 

Dulin says this is not true; that the ‘ 
he went there on a peaceable mi: 
being present at the shooting of Ven 
to learnif possible how it came 
Matt Harris and Oscar Devenpo 
on him simultaneously; tha’ here. cat 
or forty yards and fell, and that © va 
port followed him up and shot him again 
while he was down and unabie to get up. At 
this firing E. M. Venable received slight 
wounds. 

VENABLE’S DYING STATEMENT. 

George Venable made the statement just be- 
fore he died that there never was the slightest 
ground to suspect him of improper intimacy 
with Harris’s wife, and thought none existed, 
and affirmed the statement substantially as 
previously given, and the well known charac- 
ter of George Venable for truth and veracity 
inspires this community with a belief in the 
truth of his statement. 

THE DAVENPORTS DISAPPEAR. 

Many good men in Fayette, however, are 
inclined to justify Harris and Devenport in 
the matter, but the mass of ourcitizens incline 
to the belief that there has been foul play. 
Venable was buried yesterday. Dulin is 
thought to be in acritical condition. Harris 
has left and Devenport bas not been arrested.

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TENACITY TO SLIFE. 


The Strange Story Told by an Elberton 
Doctor. 
From the Elberton, Ga., Leader. 


To pierce the human heart by ball or blade 
does not necessarily prove fatal. Some indi- 
viduals have wonderful recuperative powers 
and cling to life with cat-like tenacity. Mem- 
ory recalls several instance, one of which was 
an attempt at suicide in Elberton in 18—, 4 
hasty sketch of which may not prove uninter- 
esting to some readers. Mr. ——, a mechanic 
of athletic form, being dazed by drink, by his 
own hearth, in the presence of his wife and 
others, embraced bis little daughter, 
said good-bye, bared his chest, 
and plunged a six inch blade 
through his beart. The blood gushed for sev- 
eral feet, but soon ceased. Some moments 
elapsed, and to hasten death he thrust the 
kuife through his heart again. His stoat 
frame quivered and his muscles relaxed. The 
knife fell and was secured.. He folded his 
aims, closed his eyes to die, but hours elapsed 
and still he lived. Though drenched in gore, 
weak, pale and tremulous, he went to the bar, 
got a pint of whisky, drank it, and lay down 
to die. (He stated he thought he did die 
for a time, and gave an awe-inspiring account 
of horrid scenes witnessed in the spirit world.) 
About daylight next morning he revived and 
came to me a most pitifal object, begging for 
some potent drug that would end his life with 
ease and speed. “For,” said he, “my mental 
apd physical sufferings are more than mortal 
can bear.” My brother and myself took him 
in hand, and for eight or ten days one or both 
of us were with him-all thetime. 1 will not 
weary youwith an account of his® life strugg!e; 
how his quivering heart rallied and fell back, 
aud Low death's pallor came and went. About 
this time his heart-throbs became more dis- 
tinct and regular, his appetite improved and 
his strength commenced returning. On the 
~Ist day he was in bis shop, and after shoeing 
some horses, went to the saloon, got drunk and 
lay cut and teok congestion of the right lung. 
Then a second battle between life and death 
conmenced. Life's best fortification, the 
heart, was weakened by the knife. and another 
breestwork, the left lupg, was crippled by 
morbid adhesions. The congestion terminated 
in inflammation, and hepatization followed; 
then his life surrendered todeath as quietly as 
a flickering light does to darkness—no sigh, 
groan, or muscular twitching. But as calmly 
asthe new horn takes its first sleep did the 
athletic mechanic and fond father die. The 
news of his death = spread abroad. 
Letters came «and went; in time a 
package of wearing appearel. composed of 
silks, satins, etc., along with a purse. arrived, 
and the orphan, the pretty, bright, curly- 
headed blonde, was attired as fine as a doll 
avd sent to relatives in the west, who adopted 
her. May she not retain the memory of her 
}arent, oreven learn his sad bistory. This 
man’s heart was the most wonderful patholog- 
ical specimen I eversaw. A _ coagulation had 
Lecome organized, and by lumps was attached 
to the heart and perceardium, and the con- 
gziomerated mass did successfully carry on the 
circulation, and perhaps would have contin- 
ued to have done sostill, had not it been for 
whisky.

A Statesman of the Old School. 

The death of the Hon. Horatio Seymour, 
at the ripe age of seventy-six, removes one 
of the greatest and purest of American states- 
men. Ex-Governor Seymour wasa native 
of New York. He was admitted to the bar 
at an early age, and while still a young man 
was called upon to serve his constituents in 
the state assembly. He held the office of 

ticajand in 1850 the democrats 

Bovernor, He was re-elected in 

g this period of his adminis- 

gnalized himself by the judicious 

firmness with Which he suppressed the'terri- 

ble draft riots in New York. The governor 

not only issued proclamations and calledout 

the militia, but went in person to all the 

riotous districts and made his influence felt 

in quelling the disturbance. Although a 

sturdy democrat, he was a strong unionist, 

and whenever New York was called on for 

troops during the war, he saw that the re- 

quest of the government was speedily an- 
swered. 

In 1868 Governor Seymour reluctantly al- 
lowed the use of his name in the national 
democratic convention, and was unanimous- 
ly nomam@ated for the presidency. In spite 
of the almost disorganized condition of the 
democracy at that time, he received 2,703,- 
600 votes to the 3,013,188 cast for Grant. 

During recent yeats the governor devoted 
most of his time to his extensive farm near 
Utica. He was president of the national 
dairymen’s association, and all his life took 
a great interest in agricultural affairs. 

The dead statesman belonged to that class 
of public men who moulded the destiny of 
the country during the better days of the re- 
public. He was scholarly, eloquent and 
broad-minded. He despised the petty meth- 
ods of ordi politicians, and like Henry 
Clay, felt ‘it was better to be right than 
to be president. The death of such a manis 
a national calamity.

'seheme to utilize the money-order 
fiices: for the purpose of gathering in 
the spare money.of the pesple, is being 
pushed upon congress by influential organi- 
zations, There is danger of the passage of 
the bill, although it is a bill to concentrate 
all banking of valuein the hands of the 
government, and to focalize in New Yerk 
the curreucy of the country. A more harm- 
ful and dapgerous scheme has not been de- 
vised in many a day. ‘ 

The proposition is to take the small sav- 
ings of the people and invest the currency in 
government bonds or in bonds guaranteed 
by the United States: and the depositor is 
to receive the net earnings of his money. 
AS a government three-per-cent sells ata 
premium, it is plain the depositors would 
not receive over two and a half per cent, 
and probably not over two per cent; for 
goverpment methods of management are not 
generally remarkable on the score of econo- 
my. Now whé wants to place money at two 
per cent a yet Could a poorer investment 
be made? 

But apart from the rate of interest the 
stheme is deceptive and fallacious. Hear 
the Springfield Republican on this point: 
‘Saving is not an end but a means. The 
accumulation of a fund is less than half the 
end of thrift. The accumulation must be 
made productive of a yearly income and it 
should be available to the community as the 
basis of credit. The 5,500 money-order 
offices of the United States are many of them 
in localities where capital and credit are both 
needed. Every postoflice where deposits are 
made instead of being a well of credit to the 
community is a drain upon its resources. 
The deposits instead of making the basis of 
local banking are sent off to Washington, to 
a borrower who does not need them, to pro- 
duce in the end a pitiful two or two and a 
half per cent, when the local community is 
famishing tor every dollar of capital it can 
borrow at five, six, seven and eight per cent. 
The effort made in behalf of this scheme, if 
put forth to propagate true savings banks 
over the country’ upon the Massachusetts 
plan, would he vastly more beneficial to the 
laboring class. It would pay tlem a higher 
tate of interest; it would build up great de- 
posit institutions, where the community 
could borrowon mortgage at a low rate and 
thus be encotiraged to purchase homes.”’ 

A postal sayings bank may be better than 
no savings bank at all ; but if a state has not 
sense enough to establish a safe savings}bank 
system, if should go along until observation 
and experience teach its legislators yhat to 
do. The systems of the middle and New 
England states have been fully tested, and 
they are known to afford not only safety but 
fair rates of interest, and available home 
funds, and are not open to objections of any 
kind. They constitute thrift of the best 
sort.

Our readers have already been informed 
by a cablegram that Sir Farrar Herschell was 
the other day made lord chancellor of Eng-

The Massachusetts Poll Tax. 

Massachusetts imposes a poll-tax of $2 as 
a prerequisite for voting; but the tax is 
about to be repealed. It was first imposed 
by the whigs, and was readily supported by 
the republicans when they came into power. 
The pressure in favor of a repeal of this 
restriction upon the right of franchise came 
first and last from the democrats; and they 
have at length succeeded in rendering the 
tax so odious that the republicans are no 
longer willing to support it. It has no open 
friends now, and is to be repealed. As the 
tax has withstood the attacks of two gen- 
erations, its approaching downfall is the 
subject of considerable speculation. 

The democrats of: Massachusetts boldly 
took the ground that the poll tax of $2 is 
not unreasonable, but neither it nor any 
other tax should be made a qualification 
for voting; that the ballot attaches to the 
man and not to his money, to persons and

Local Option Abroad. 
From the Indianapolis Journal. 

The introduction into the senate of Senator 
Colquitt’s local option bill for the District of Colum 
bia marks an epoch in the legislative treatment of 
the liquor traffic question. The bill may not pass 
this congress, but it will pass some congress, and 
the people of the capital city be given the 
privilege of saying what shall be the treatment 
accorded to the public traffic in intoxicants. Local 
option is the priuciple long advocated by the Jour- 
nal, coupled with high taxation for localities 
where the majority of the people favor the econ- 
tinuance of the trafiic. To this complexion it 
must come at last, not only in the District of 
Columbia and in the siate of Indiana, but else- 
where and everywhere. Three states of the sonth 
have tried the local option and tax principle with 
such success that no inducement conld be stroag 
enough to persuade them to abandon it for any- 
thing else. It is the apptieation of the democratic 
principle of governmeut to the vexed question, 
which noone can snecessfully controvert or o . 
And the Journal desires to state that a local option 
law would be perfectly constitutional in Indiana. 
There is no necessity for a change in the constitu- 


tiow. In ted decisions the su e court has 
recognized the constitutionality of the principle, 
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SW nights ago Colonel Jake Dart, collec- 
| of Brunswick, sat in an admiring 
circle in Washington city and talked of the won- 
ders of the sea. The colonel started out with the 
proposition that there are more things in the wa- 
ters of the deep than are dreamed of in the philo- 
trophy of those who have never explored the 
brine; and he stoutly maintained the proposition 
by a series of marine anecdotes, 


He said that about Brunswick the finest fishing 
in the world was to be had. Drum, sea bass, and 
several other fish afford noble sport, but the best 
fun is in catching black fish. Said Colonel Dart: 

‘The blacktish is one of the gamest: and one o 
the best fish that swims our waters. They are 
found in great schools, and vary from half a pound 
to three pounds in weight. You ought to see how 
they bite. We fish for them with aline which goes 
to the bottom ofthe sixty foot water where they 
are generally found. Onthis line hooks are sect 
every foot ortwo. All you bave to doisto bail the 
hooks, drop the line until it touches bottom, and 
then draw it up. In the right season and the right 
place, it will ceme up with a fish on every hook. I 
have caught 500 black fish before noon several 
times.’ 


“The most remarkable haul of them I ever knew 
was made by a pleasure party a few years ago. 
Twelve gentlemen went out to fish. Seven of them 
became so sick that they could not enjoy the sport, 
but the other five made up forit. Inu one hour and 
a half these five men pulled up three thousand as 
fine black fish as you ever saw. 

“One of our biggest fish is the drum which attains 
a growth of from tifty to one hundred and twenty 
pounds. He is one of the most voracious monsters 
of the sea. His favorite food OYSLCTs. 
One day I was sailing Li 
of the best oyster bauks 
and saw a thousand smal! objects projecting from 
the water. What do you suppose they were? They 
were the tails of as many drum, which were stand- 
ing on their heads eating oysters. The drum stands 
on his head and seizes an oyster in its mouth. The 
fearful grinders which nature has given this fish 
enables him to chew up an oyster, shell and all, as 
you would a cream pufl. He finds the best oyster 
beds and feeds on them voracious.’ 


‘One of the most amusing Creatures in the sea to 
me isthecrab. Besides furnishing super) food, he 
illustrates some of the curious provisions of nature. 
The crab is constructed in sections, and is capable 
of giving nearly al) of hismselfaway and still main- 
taining his health and the power of reproducing 
the lost parts. Some of the big fish prey on crabs 
and are forever chasing them. Thecrab is a fine 
swimmer, but the best of the finmy tlyers catch 
him. As he flees he folds one of his queer arms 
close to his breast and the other trails at full length 
behind him. If his enemy reaches him he seizes 
this arm, which is the nearest 
part of the crab to him. Instantly 
by some curious power the crab unjoints the arm 
at the shoulder; leaves it with his foe and contin- 
ues on his way. Ifheis again pursued he holds 
out his other arm and gives thataway in the same 
inanner. Ina few months his lost limbs grow 
back as perfectas they were before and he'‘is 
ready to furnish a crab saladito any fish that 
may relish such food,’’ 


“The porpoise is a great He 
ciously on fish and swims so fast tMat they cannot 
escape him. He can take them in almost any wa) 
but his favorite method is to silently swim under « 
school of fish which are playing or feeding. He 
rises from his depthto within a few inches of his 
victim and with his powerful tail gives him a 
blow which shoots him fifteen or twenty feet into 
the air. As he descends, protrudes 
his capacious jaws from the wave and catches 
with an accuracy that would make the best base 
ball player in America jealous. He thus combines 
pleasure and business.”’ 
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“One of the best known character 
wick is a porpoise. For twenty years he lias been 
seen there, and nowevery body knows himas ‘‘Cut- 
tin.’ This name has been given to him because 
his big dersal fin bas been cut haifaway in 
combat with his rivals in the sea or by the 
of scme human foe. But ‘‘Cutfin’’ is now safe at 
least from the hand of man. He is auniversal fa- 
vorite, and enjoys the attentions which are lavish- 
ed upon bim. He is sotame that any fishing party 
that sails near Doboy can tap a few times on their 
boat with an oar and he will come 
upto jointhem. No matter where the boat goes 
‘Cuttin’ follows. He comes up within a few feet 
and a thousand opportunities has he given to fish- 
ermen to kill him,but no man’s hand is ever raised 
agaist this remarkable fish. He isa powerful fel- 
low, fully twelve feet long. He has been 
known when accompanying fishing parties 
to swim zround anid drive fish into 
their nets. No piloton that coast is better known 
than ‘Cutfin,’ and few are more highly esteemed.”’ 
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Thus for an hour or more the colonel talked, and 
concluded with the remark thatit was not strange 
to him that William K. Vanderbilt should purchase 
an island which lies amid these waters sofull of 
life, and so replete with with mysteries to amuse 
and .instruct mankind.

THE SUBJECT. 


He Explains the State of the Market—Prices on Pro- 
visions, as Well jas the Price of Cotton, Very 
Low— Atlanta Deficit and the Cause— Will 
Probably Come Ou ali Right. 


Yesterday a Constrrv tion reporter had an inter- 
eSting talk with Mr. S. M. Inman on the conc:t.on 
of the cotton market. In reply to a question Mr. 
Inman said: 

“It now lcoks as if the crop for this season W111 
not be as large as many thought it would be. 
number of the estimates that have been made wer" 
as high as seven million bales. The popniar esti- 
mate now is about six and a half millioas.” 

‘*‘How is the price*’’ 

“If we take into consideration the matter of the 
world’s supply for the next eight months it would 
seem that cotton istoo low. There are, however, 
many influences at work that will have a tem leucy 
to depross the price of cotton. Among other \hiags 
is the state of trade in Europe, especially in (weat, 
britain, which has recently led to a great red: 
of wages in Oldham. It is said that the margin 
between the price of cotton and the price of yarns 
in that country is 

LESS THAN IT HAS EVER BREN BEFORE. 
I am not sure about that, however, as I haven't the 
statistics at hand. It is said that cotton is lower 
than it has been in thirty years, wheat lower 
than it has been during this century, and meat is 
very low and sugar is so low that the sugar planters 
in the West Indies are said to be almost ruined.” 

‘How does he price of cotton compare with the 
reduced prices in other articles?” 

“Ifthe cotton raisers were outof debt the mon 
which they get fortheir cotton now would e 
more as @ purchasing power than it would have 
cone at any other time sincethe war. If the peo- 
ple were only out of debt they could take their cot- 
ton at cight cents and get more for it than they 
could bave gotten two years ago with cotton at ten 
or eleven cents, or quite as much.” 

Ry does the Atlanta price compare with New 
York?” 

“Contracts in New York are based on Ameri¢an 
middling cotton, That cotton is now nine cents in 
New York, whilein Atlanta it is eight and three- 
eighths, a difference of only five-eighths. If the 
quality of the crop was as good as last year, it 
would not be such a hardship on the planter: but 
on account of the rainy weather of the fal! season, 
cotton became very much discolored and stained. 
It is « onsequently far from averaging midiing. The 
average value of the cotton of this section is per- 
haps a

That would make an ayerage price for the plant- 
ers east of the Mississippi of about cight cents per 
pound, and in some sections lessthan eight ceats. 
You can easily see thaithis price has had a depress- 
ing infinence on trade of every Character.

“How bas the crop moved?” ; 

‘The movement of the crop from the plantations 
this season, on account of the low price and | 
weather, has been slower than lastyear, which has 
led many to believe in asmaller crop than really 
existed. The comparative movement in the towns 
hss also frightened a good many ages especially 
in regard to Atlanta. At one time, our receipts 
comparcd with the same date of last 
season, were thirty-seven thousand bales 
short. Men who were acquainted with the move 
ment of the cotton and the causes of the slowness 
were not particularly alarmed. They felt that the 
cotton was in the country and knew it would come 
forward later in the season. This has proved the 
case to such an extent that the deficit of 37,000 has 
been eut down to 20,000 bales, and by theend of the 
season there will probably not be a great deal of 
difference between the receipts of the two years. [i 
any deficit should occur this year it will be due to

‘Dr. Fox, who has furnished clothing and 
blankets to thoysands of convicts, testified 
that he had furnished Mr. Garmany with one 
hundred and fifty-six pound blankets, and that 
wo Of them is sufficient covering for any per- 
con. The blankets furpished Mr. Garmany are 
the same as used in all convict camps, and he 
considered them first class blankets. No man 
could freeze under a pair of them. 

THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN. 

Dr. Boring—I first saw Bud Williams on the 
morning of January 10th. He said that his 
feet Had been frozen the night before. He told 
me he slept in the cold the night before, and 
that he yelled for fire but they paid no attcn- 
tion to him. Upon examunation I found his 
feet in a bad fix. I don’t know anything 
9th, but 
now next day at 10 £o’clock ' the 
stoves were red hot and the room comfortable. 
t is strange how his feet could have got in 
that fix. The blankets were sufficient to pre- 
vent iteven if there had been nofire. His 
mother told me that his fcet had been frost-

them . 
TO GET FROZE AGAIN. 

I have been county physician for five years, 
and I bave found the convicts well taken care 
of. I think the Fulton county convicts are 
better taken care of than in the state. No 
one ought to be censured for Williams’s mis- 
fortune. The papers have exaggerated the 
snetter, but Williams is in a bad fix. 

/? * REV. FRANK JOSEPH, COLORED. 

This colored man, who has worn out a great 
deal of sole léather, tramping around preach- 
ing to thé convicts, said that he thought the 
camps were kept up to the proper standard. 
“Now,” said the colored divine, “I have told 
the people outside that it was terrible, but it 
was in order to keep the negroes out. You 
see, there are lots of them who, if they knew 
it was a good place would like to get in in or- 
der to get plenty to eat anda warm place.

room where the dead body was resting. While 
the two men were looking at the body, Green 
raid something about his inability to give iia 
burial). 

“Ah, well, that’s all right,” said one of the 
men, ‘we will help to bury the body.” 

There was then 

QUITE A CROWD 
in the house. Every one present, except the 
two men, were negroes and all were friends of 
the dead darky. The declaration of 
the nen that they would help 
to bury the dead man was hailed with pleis- 
ure, because it obviated the necessity of a pau- 
per’s grave and a pauper’s coffin. But while 
the men were yet talking a close carriage 
drove up and the driver got off the box. At 
the same time a white man got off 
OUT OF THE CARRIAGE 

and together the driver and passenger eutered 
the house. Then, according to the statement 
of those who were present, the white men 
talked aloud in a language unknown to the 
crowd. Finally one of them-turned to Green 
and said: 

“We will take the body and bury it. 
us a blanket.” 

Green turned about, picked a blanket oft the 
bed and handed it to one of the men. In an

‘1 be officer generally makes a sudden spring at 
bim, grasps him firmly by the arms or by the coat 
collar, gives him one tremendous jerk toward him 
that lifts him off his feet, then he turns him around, 
shoves him on to the next policeman and thus the 
captive is whirled around and around and passed 
from ; oliceman to policeman with a celerity that 
utterly bewilders him, and the first thing he knows 
he is@own one of the silent streets with hand- 
culls on him, and is marched off to the station 


to await the inevitable interview with the 
magistrate in the morning. All this is done 
so quickly that the man is gone before hi 


ccmpanions have time to collect their scattered 
senses. When they dorally, they generally make 
a wild, ungoverned surge at the police, who open 
ranks before them, close in behind them, charge in 
turn upon them, scatter them through the crowd, 
catch two or thee of the ringleadcrs and pass them 
into the irresitible cddy that whirls them off to the 
prison cells, and then the police re-form in line 
again. Allthis isdone witha persisent patience 
that is admirable to behold. I never saw a man 


clubbed in London, but then perhaps the po 
liceman’s bone-cracking tactics are even 
worse for the vietim than would be a good 


sound whack with aelub. When a man is utterly 
untamable, two policemen each grab an arm, and 
bend them suddenly back till the elbows touch. 
Every bone in the wretch’s body seems tocrack. It 
is hke an interview with the raek of olden times. 
The instant this is done he is as limp and nerveless 
asaciam. It is a curious thing that the London 
mob employs the same tactics with the police as the 
policemen use with the people. They try in every 
way to divide the solid phalanx of the officers 
who endeavor to resist by inking arms with each 
other, .and in that condition stand an enormous 
Strain. However, when the mob succeeds the 
individual member of the force is roughly 
handled. They whirl him round and round, 
crack his bones, and if he once loses his feet aud 
goes down, it means several months in the hospital 
or all eternity in his coffin. In front of the Free 
Press office, in the strand, I once saw a mounted 
poiicemen swallowed up, horse and all, by the 
mob. He didn’t lose his feet, but he lost his head. 
He got angry, which isa thing the mob can never 
abide. le tried to charge them 
back with his horse. The mob literally 
rose at him and swept his horse and himself for 
abouttwenty yards, the horse staggering along side- 
ways, plunging and rearing inthe dense crowd, 
‘Then striking the payement the terrified anima! 
went down sideways and the next instant the surg- 
ing mob scemedto have flowed over horse and 
man. 

Between getting intoa frenzied London mob or 
taking aswim in the whirlpool rapids below Niag- 
aralthink thereis very little choiee. The wise 
man will give preference,if anything, to the whir! 
pool,

PROHIBITION IN PULASKI, 


The Campaign in Full Blast—Editor Woods 
Interviewed. 

Pulaski county is to have an election under 
the local option law on the 18th instant, and 
in consequence there is much excitement in 
that county over the liquor question. 

Mr. George P. Woods, editor of the Haw- 
kinsville Dispatch, was in Atlanta all of yes- 
terday on business connected with the coming 
election. He is an enthusiastic prohibitionist, 
and wears a large blue badge in testimony of 
that fact. 

Yesterday THE CONSTITUTION met Colonel 
Woods at the Kimball and drew him into con- 
versation upon the subjeet of prohibition and 
the approaching election in Pulaski county. 

“Yes,” said the colonel, “we are going to 
have an election on the 18th to settle the sale 
of liquor in our county. The contestis going 
to be heated, in fact, it has already warmed 
up. Iam for prohibition, heart and soul, and 
think that our side will win.” 

“How many votes will be polled in Pulaski?” 

‘Well, we can’t poll more than 1,600, as only 
that number have registered. We hada mis- 
understanding as to the time when the books 
were to be closed, and in consequence we did 
not have but five days in which to register our 
voters. In that time we succeeded in register- | 
ing 1,600. About half of this number, I should 
say, were colored. We are going totry and 
vote every man that is registered, but you 
know that this is always found an impossibil- 
ity.” 

“How many votes have you on a full ballot?” 

“There are ten districts in the county, and 
2 400 would bé a full vote.” 

“So you think that prohibition will carry the 
day?” 

“T do that, and think itstrongly. There are 
a number of good men on the other side, men 
of responsibilily and integrity, who differ with 
us, and who will oppose prohibition, but the 
press, pulpit and the women, together with the 
wealth, intelligence and virtue are on our side, 
as a rule, and that combination isa hard one 
to beat.” 

“As I understand it you are here in the in- 
terest ef the prohibitionists of Hawkinsville 
and the county of Pulaski.” 

“Yes, I came up to have some tickets print- 
ed. I have had 5,000 nrinted very similar to 
the ones used by the prohibitionists in this 
county. I wanted to getthe same ticket but 
they tell me the cut has been destroyed or 
misplaced and I can’t get it. I have been in 
consultation today with Mr. J. G. Thrower, 
gathering from him all the information that 
will be of value to our side in the contest. He 
has given me some valuable information 
showing how the campaign in this county was 
worked to a successful conclusion.” 

“Will you invite any of the prominent work- 
ers for prohibition in the Fulton county contest 
tocome to Pulaski and give their assistance in 
the campaign?” 

“Yes,in all probability we will. I think 
that we will try and get Rev. E. R. Carter to 
come down and give us his assistance, and 
Rev. W. J. White, of Augusta, has agreed to 
come and take a hand in the contest.” 

“And you will have a sufficiency of money 
to take you through the fight?” 

“Yes, [think so. We are not asking any 
outside aid. We don’t think that we will need 
much, and feel satisfied that all we want we 
will be able to raise in the county. The leaders 
on one side have so much confidence ia prohi- 
bition winning the fight that they don’t hig 
that much money will bageeded to contr 
the result.”’
